| N O ſyſtem of government or of commerce can be 
ſecure or permanent which is not founded in juſtice; 
of this truth the hiſtory. of every great empire affords 
ſufficient proofs, none more than the Britiſh.

influence upon the councils of nations till within theſe 
few years, when experience, dearly purchaſed, had re- 
moved thoſe prejudices which miſled their underſtand- 
ings, and opened their eyes to their own intereſt.

cles ſtill e unſettled, the commercial intercourſe 


between Great Britain and Aka. kingdom. Vour Grace 


has wiſely recommended to the attention of parliament 
an equitable adjuſtment of that communication for the 
mutual advantage of both kingdoms. 'The Commons 
entered upon that difficult buſineſs with alacrity, and 


praſecuted it with ardor; and there is reaſon to expect 


that their exertions will be crowned with ſucceſs, through 
the wiſdom of his Majeſty's councils, and the liberal 
principles which have been adopted by the legiſlatures 
of both kingdoms. - The great revolution which has 


taken place in America, and the conſequent changes in

If ſuch ſhall be our misfortune, it 
annot with juſtice be imputed to the neglect of the 
ommons; they have endeavoured with lenity, but 
rmneſs, to give vigor to the laws, to ſatisfy and calm 
he minds of the people, and to encourage them to in- 
luſtry. The happy effects of theſe meaſures are already 
jſible, and I truſt will ſoon reſcue the reputation of 
he nation from thoſe foul calumnies which have not 
nly diſgraced her character, but obſtructed her improve- 
nent. Notwithſtanding the variety and importance of 
hoſe objects which have engaged the attention of the 
ommons, they have not been unmindful of their duty 
o his Majeſty or the public in other reſpects; they 
ave made ample proviſion for the exigencies of the 
ate, for the honorable ſupport of his Majeſty's go- 
ernment, and for the maintenance of public credit ; 
ind though, to put an end to the ruinous practice of
